oirn by Charles L Webster & Co., of 
New York. This t.tntvmi.-i:t was called 
out nt the titris by »u item which was 
current tliat Mrs. Grout would not re- 
ceive more than S30.COJ from tho sale of 
tho book instead ot S300.000 w S-100,000 
as was at first supposed. 


Ths report now conies from New York 


that the publishers aro having trouble 
with their agents and that ono largo 
BRi-ncy ha? thruwn up their territory. 
Ae a matter of course, tho delay in the 
publication of tho book has brought out

which are expected to reduce the reve- 
nue for tbe work. As was announced in

and more timely in publication, they 
lave had a largo salo; and as a matter ot 
fact will creatly injure the sale of tho 
genuine memoirs. 


Then, again, another important factor 


las beon the price of the Grant boos to 
agents, As a usual thing tho general 
agents subscription book got a discount 
of from GO to 70 per cent generally tho 
attcr. They in turn give individual 
agents about 35 per cent. In the oaso of 
the Grant memoirs the general agents j 
receive 40 per cent, and only i!0 per cent j 
s allowed individual agents. Tha differ- 
ence is Guflioieutly large to prevent any 
active bidding by agents nnd this, com- 
bined with, the delay, has made tho sale 
drag. 


Had tho publishers of Grant's me- j 


moirsused judicious haste tho publica- 
lon of the great work placed in their 
charge, they, as well as Mrs. Urant^ 
would have reaped a special benefit 
.herofrom; and the public would like- 
wise have beon better served.

ness is reviving, There has been no at- 
empt to boom the market. No combina- 
tion has been at work to advance prices 


Or increase values. There never -was i 
imo since the war began, when business 
men ol all classes were as cautious and 
conserrativo as they are now. So that 
ho visible revival of business on all 
iides it "the [natural,- locionl returning 
;ido ol material prosperity that has its 
oandation en the productive wealth, the 
enforced frugality and the general sol- 
vency of the country." 


It was stated in the columns of the 
;azette a short time ago that in one 
enso the business depression nt the 
ountry was largely imaginary for the 
eason that "hard times", or in other 
words, a financial crises, can never occur 
n a country whose store and warehouses 
are filled with plenty, whose banks are 
olid and whose deposits are counted by 
he hundreds of millions,; and whose 
train crop IB the largest ever known in 
ho history of the country. 
There, have 


been dull fames during the past eighteen 
months, but the chief causes leading to 
them have been over-production on the 
iarts ot mills, factories and the iields, and 
extreme conservatism on the part of bus- 
iness men aud capitalists. 


This much can bo said of the Cnitcd 


States to-day—that in all itp history the 
country was never more honestly pros- 
lerous than [now. Why is this? Here 
,re the reasons: The balance of trade is 
well maintained in our favor; the crops 
of ths north and west furnish an immense 
surplus for the markets of the world; the 
tuples of tbe south score up in the hun- 
dreds of millions in excess of the aver- 
age yield; tlio mines and mills are quick- 
ened by the steadily increasing demand 
for their products; industry is slow 
y 
but surely 
commanding better 


wages 
and 
is increasing 
its con- 


.umption; the general and crushing in- 
debtedness that prevailed among th- 
people ot all conditions of life ten years 
ago, has been reduced to the minimum; 
money is called for to enter into the pro- 
ductive enterprises of life, and commands 
solvent and prudent borrowers, and tbero 
is not a channel of industry, commerce 
or trade that is not to-day sensibly af- 
leottd by the gonaral and healthy im- 
provement ot the times. 


There is one cheering feature in ro- 


gard to tho present business outlook- 
The south is joining the north in con- 
xibnting to to the general prosperity of 
the country. According to the latest au- 
thentic sources, tho cotton crop will be 
not less than ono million bales larger 
.han any crop of tho past, and that add6 


nearly fifty millions of dollars to the 
•avenue of the southern status. To this 
great increase ot cotton must be added 
not less than fifty million bushels of corn 
n excess of tho averaga crop, with an 
mmonso increase in ncc, tobacco and 
'niits. It is reasonable to estimate that 
*ho southern states will sell not less 
;han ono hundred million dollars' worth 
of surplus products this year in excess 
of the overage sales of the last live years, 
and that vast sum will ba largely ex- 
pended in the north for improved ma- 
chinery and other necessities. 


In returning to "good tinW again 


the people can never expect to see 
the profligate times which existed in 
;his country for twelve years after tho 
late civil war began. Suoh times are a 
curso to any country. 
They degrade 


ie standard of values; inflate all Hinds 
of business; breed public and private 
dishonesty; incite wild speculations; de- 
bauch society and religion as well as 
business and politics; and creates a greed 
for shams and shoddy. 
Q-ive us no 


more times like those; but prosperity 
which is founded on the productive 
wealth of the country and on the frugal- 
ly and good sense of the peo pie.

H. Briggs took bl» seat in December, '1S81, 
ho was detormlnod to work, and ho carried 
out his determination so well that his con- 
stituents kopt him in congress twelve years. 
During that time ho did long and laborious 
service as chairman of the committee of tho 
pcstofllco and post-roads, and was both in 
tho committeo and in Mr. Niles' offioo tho 
advocate of the reforms above alludod . to.

Fatal Contagion Among lio<:* 


in Bockton, Sliirland and 


Jfewark. 


SCVCID! Herds of CaUJe In Keirnrlc 


Afflicted with the Disease. 


[From tho Bcloit Free PI-MS.] 


An awful disease is destroying hogs iu 


a locality west and northwest of Beloit, 
with shocking rapidity, and many farm- 
ers have already lost all they have. The 
nature of tho disease is not common, 
and, strange to say, the symptoms of iis 
approach are different in most ;asiB' 
while death comes quickly aud in a loatL- 
iGine manner. 


The worst infected districts seem to Ijo 


in the townships of Shirland and Hock- 
ton, Ul., and Newark, Wis., and tho dis- 
ease is spreading northwest from a dit- 
tance some four miles west of Beloit. 


In some instances the flesh drops off 


from parts of the animal, and legs have 
been bared to tho bones, and bolos ap- 
pear in the sides o£ fat hogs, 
Tbe dis- 


ease is most disgusting, and ono of tbe 
worst things about treating it ia that a 
remedy which bslpa one case will kill 
another, treated the same way. 


The disease is eaid to have first appear- 


ed at Wm. Smith's, in the town of Kock- 
ton, and is thought to have originated 
from hogs eating the carcasses oCglander- 
ed horses, but reports come from various 
sections of three townships, Kockton, 
Shirland asil Newark, and it looks as 
though other causes brought on the fa- 
tality. Some ot tho losers are the mce 
successful farmers, so, much of tho ad- 
vice concerning what ought to be done 
falls flat. 


CATTLE AFFECTED. 


Eeports come that cattle owned in 


Newark, near the state line, aro affected, 
Bnd that a Mr. Kelly has lost six calves, 
Lex. Gard, 11 head of cattle, and Mr, 
Atwood eight head. Messrs. Gard and 
Atwood pasture on clover, and attribute 
the trouble to their stock to "black leg" 
and clover with wet weather.

THE DIBEA3E. 


The disease is described as follows: 


The hogs at first refuse to eat; hoads 
droop and ears and eyes swell, and break 
out in red blotches. 
The grunt han a 


hollow sound. A high fever prevails and 
the animal suffers much pain; liver. 
lights and lungs are much affected and 
putrefaction soon takes place after ex- 
posure to the air. Sickness laate ten to 
twelve hours. 


Fat hogs and young pigs suffer more 


than ahoats or stock hogs; brood sows 
withstand the disease best. 


Tho symptoms are drooping head8 


with ears forward, the animal remaining 
very quiet and refusing to eat; they do 
not bloat but have groat pain. They 
aro sick from twenty minutes to six 
hours. 


Young stock, calves and yearlings only 


are affected. 


EFFECTS ON THE 1'AHII. 


The disease among tho hogs is proving 


a calamity to tho farmers who are losers, 
as hundreds of dollars in value and a 
stock representing cash is soon destroyed 
Even at the low price pork is bringing 
most any hog will bring SS [or $W, and 
some much more, and the individual and 
aggregate loss is enormous, besides there 
is little or no pork left in that extensive 
pork raising section of tho country. 


We do not know whether or not tho 


state veterinarian officers have been 
notified, but it would seem as though 
they should be as the disease is more 
severe than is commonly known, and it 
is no uncommon occurrence to have a 
farmer draw anywhere from two to half 
B dozen dead hoga out of hia yard, aa 
long as the stock lasts.

llth. The rights granted to the com- 


pany shall ba for 30 years from the pas- 
sage o! tho ordinance. 


12th. No car shall bo run at a greater 


rate ot speed than eight (8) miles an hoar. 


loth. The public shall pay for publica- 


tion of ordinance. 


14th. Tho city 6ha!l release the com- 


pany from all damages incident to right 
of way. so far as it has powor to release 
in that behalf for construction and right 
of way purposes. 


15th. In consideration of the benefits 


accruing to tho city by the construction 
ot tho railway, all municipal taxes, li- 
censes, levies and assessments on tbe 
property of tho company are remitted for 
live years. After eaid esempt period of 
live years the road ard property of said 
company shall not pay in combined 
taxes, licenses, levies and assessments a 
greater tax and revenue than aro taxed 
against property in proportion to its 
value.
